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“The King of France's Letter to the Pope,continued, 


THE Duke of Savoy knows how to carry on his 
Defigns with profuund :Secrecy ; but his Cha- 
racter frequently excites the Curiofity of Perfons that 
would otherwife be indifferent. His publick Actions 
compar’d with private Advices, give, Light to the 
Truth, and reveal the Myfteries which he imagines 
were wrapp’d-up in Darknefs, 
We knew that the Emperor about.the beginning of 
the Year. 1702, offer’d him the Montferrat; that he 
promis’d to ufe his Intereft with the late King of 


England William procure him annual Sums;thac 


he prefs’d him to enter into his Alliance, and accord- 
ingly to fign a Treaty. There were others concern'd 
in this Negociation befides the Marquefs de Prie : 
but to relate the particulars of the Management of 
it is ac prefent needlefs. “ae 

The Court of Vienna had great hopes at that time 
of the progrefs of the Germans in Italy ; and either 
beeinie the Emperor made fure Account of termina- 
ting the War glorioufly without Succours ; or becaufe 
he thought to prevail upon the Duke of Savoy to de- 
clare himfelf without delay ; he prorefted that if he 
hefitated to accept his Offers he would not abide by 
them. He promis’d to forger all, that was pafs'd 


‘and aa to the Duke what Dury he ow’d 


his Sovereign, affur'd him he would,agen.receive him. 
into Favour, provided he did nor wait, before. he de- 
clar'd himfelf, for a Conjuntture in which he. thould 
not want his- Affiftance.. 

Inclination'the Duke of Savoy always thew'd 
to the Houfe of Auftria, was check’d by the Confide- 
-ration of “his own Intereft. He was defirotis indeed 
‘to owe the advancement of his Fortune to thar Fami- 
ly, but he was willing to be well affur’d of that ad- 
vancement upon joyning with them. _ He would not 
be fatisfied with the 


na for the Treaty he madewith usin 1696.. The 
more that Court appear’d confident of carrying all 
before them in Italy, the more difficulty he imagin’d. 
.they would make to grant him the Advanrages he 


thought he fhould meric. What they offer’d did nor 


an{wer the Hopes he had fondly entertain’d. . 
Having a high Opinion of the. Abilities of the late 
King of England, he judg’d thac-Prince would {pare 
nothing to get him into the League. He therefore 
communicated to him, the Emperor’s,Propofals and 


his Ayfwer to thofe Propofals, He profefs’d to place. 


intire Confidence without the leaft refervé in the King 
of Great Britain, yer was careful at the fame’ time to 
take all precautions that Diftruft fuggefted to him. 

The reciprocal Diftruft which he knew the Courts 
of Vienna and England entertain’d at London, of his 
pronenefs to break his Engagements, was the Ground 


of his Caution. He therefore charg’d his Envoy in 
England, to ufe the ftrongeft. and moft  fubmiffive. 


Words he could invent; but forbid him to deliver 


one Syllable in-writing, 


That Envoy was inftructed to fay, “that his Ma- 


fter ‘ was determin’d to govern himfelf by the Organ 
* of thé King of England (for we repeat the. very. 
Terms to That he -would owe 
* every thing to. his Protection ; That he depended 
‘ wholly on him for obtaining the Precentions he had 
“already -catmunicated to him; and which he 
‘ would never directly propofe-ro the Emperor. That 
* the Hazard he fhould run was imminent ; but thar 


ror’s bare promife. He 
was doubrful: he did not: ftand forgiven ar Vien- — 


_‘ the Advantages ought to be proportion’d to the 
~* Dangers he was to encounter. 

Tt was ‘through the Protection of the King of 

‘ England, (Terms often repeated) that the Duke of 
Savoy hoped to apgirandize his Family. He hoped 
by this Submiffion to obtain fome confiderable Ad- 
dition to the Promife of the Montferrat, which he 
thought was too {mall a Recompence for tite Service 
he hoped to.do the Emperor. 

He was pofitively affur’'d by King William III. 
that England and Holland would quickly declare 
‘War againft us ; the mean Idea he had form’d of 
our Force$}gave him a Perfwafion thar’ they would 

not be fufficient to withftand the Efforts of the Enemy. 
The firft Service he promis’d the League, was to 
duce the Troops he lent'us, and to oblige us to be 
content with half the number he furnifh’d the firlt 
Year. He engag’d he would refufe all the Advan- 
tages we fhould offer to induce him to let his Troops 
{pend the Winter with our Army 3 and to farisfie 
em how hearlily he efpous’d their Caufe, he affur'd 
them that the Montferrar thould not tempt him, and 
that he would not accept ‘it, if we fhould offer it him. 
He pretended, by forbearing to receive any new Ad- 
“vantage from us, to be difcharg’d from his Engage- 
ments to us, and to be at Liberty to joyn his Troops 
tothe Emperor’s immediately upon the conclufion of _ 
‘the Treaty that was in agitation between them. He 
referv'id to himfelf the coricerting with them the 
Time and’ Manner of putting this Defign in execu- 
Article relaving t6 his particular Interefts 
thould be fix’d. 

His Envoy was inftructed to réprefent the indifpen- 
fible Neceflity his Mafter was'in ‘of managing him- 
“ felf in that Interval, and employing ‘his utmoft 
* Dexterity ; becaufe Secrecy was moft abfolutely 
* neceffary for avoiding the fatal Confequences that 
* would enfue his being difcover'd. 

His Anfwer to the Emperor did yet more ftrongly 
confirm the Sufpicions we had of him : And wete it 
‘not neceflary to fhew how well they were grounded, 
which fhould ‘pafs over in filence what he faid, ‘ Of 
* his profound acknowledgement of the great Good- 
* néfs the Emperor had condefcended to exprefs 
* towards him; Of the hope he always had, that 
‘ the Emperor would have the Generofity to pity 
* him for his being forc’d to enter into irkfom En- 
* eens for preferving his Dominions ; In fhort, 
* Of the Confidence he had, that thofe very Engage 
* ments enabled him to do the greater Service to the 
* Houfe of Auftria. 

- He mention’d * the Uneafinefs he felt in his Mind, 
* to fubmit to the fatal Law impos'd on him, in fpite 
* of which (he faid) he had prefery’d an inward Affe- 
‘ &ion for the Emperor’s Seryice ; And profefs’d, 
* That in Acknowledgment of his Goodnefs, and of 
‘ his Protection, he had always preferv’d his Heare 
* intire for him. 
~ He reptefented, that ‘ after the Peace of Refwick 
* he had made the firft offer to ferve him in Iraly,that 
* he had conftantly” fignified to him the Jmportance 
* of taking neceffary Meafures for fecuring the Do- 
* minions of the Crown of Spain to the Houfe of Au- 
firias that'upon the Death of the late Cathohck 
« King, he had remonftrated at Vienna the Necefit 
“ ry of preventieg the Houfe of: Bourbon’s poffefling 
* themfelves of the Durchy of Milan ; that had his 
* Counfels ‘beet follow’d, the Execution of the Plan 
* form’d. afte?wards would have been eafy ; thar . 
* fhoul 
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¢ fhould have lad an opportunity to facrifice himfelf 
* according to his Defires in promoting the Interefts 
* of the Houfe of Auftria, and that he fhould have 
* efcap’d rhe violent Extremities to which he had been 
* conftrain’d co fubmit. 
He lamented the Negleé of fo many happy Op- 
portunities ; and to make his Alliance the more co- 
veted, defcrib’d the Condition of our Forces in Italy, 
more to their Advantage thafi he either thought or 
ufually talk’d of them. He reprefented the Calami- 
ties his Country would be expos’d to. He added, 
that ‘ his Intention in laying before the Emperor thefe 
* Risks and Difficulties was only thé better ro-affure 
* him of bis conftanr perfevering ip his fincere defire 
‘ to ferve him; arid of his readinefs to facrifice blind- 
ly all things his Glory and Incereft, The King 
of England (he faid). would Witnefs for him thar 
thefe were his real Sentiments, and be eye * the 
* Emperor would give him thining Proofs of his juft 
* and generous Magnificence ; proportionable to this 
* Sacrifiee, and to the moft effential Advantage the 
* Houfe of Auftria would reap from his Alliances _ 
To conelude, he urg’d, as ‘an indubitable j roof of 


© his Affection to the Emperor, the Conduct he had 


obferv’d the preceding Year, feing it was eafy to 


© difeover his true Sentiments in his retarding the ' 


‘ March of his Troops, and bringing a leffer number 
* of them inro the Field: than he was obliged to far- 
* nith ; and in his delayingto repair in Perfon to the 
‘ Army ; where his prefence had not been unfervice- 
* able to the Auftrian Intereft. He promis’d to pur- 
fue. the fame Conduct the next Campaign, and boaft- 
ing that he had already taken Meafures to reduce his 
‘Troops to half the Number be had furnith’d before, 
he added. ‘ that he would keep the beft of them in 


his owm Territories, for he- was.refov'd every way to 


* thow his Paflion to ferve. the Emperor. flatterin 


himfelf he would be-extegamly pleas'd- with his moft.
